happens, San Francisco's once great public transporta - 
tion system will have taken another backward step to- 


ward mediocrity. 


Black 
Caucus 


The "white press' was 
charged with making a de - 
liberate attempt to sabo- 
tage the unity of a recent 
convention of the néw Na- 
tional Black Caucus in 
Gary, Indiana, by two 
members of the San Fran- 
cisco Black Caucus who 
spoke recently at a Neigh- 
borhood House dinner. 

Larry Pinkney and Rob- 
ert Clark said that con- 
trary to reports in the 
mass media, the conven- 
tion was a positive step in 
uniting Blacks to push for 
political and economic 
power, 

"What was most impres- 
sive was the cohesiveness 
of all the brothers, '' Mr. 
Pinkney said. There were 
4,000 voting delegates and 
10, 000 alternates from 
groups as diverse as the 
NAACP, the Urban League 
the Black Panthers and 
separtist groups, Yet Mr. 
Pinkney said, there were 
only two incidents. 

The cry of the conven- 
tion was "It's nation time", 
and members of the Cau- 
cus emphasized their sim - 
ilarities rather than their 
differences, 

According to Mr, Pink- 
ney, who is regional Min- 
ister of the Interior of the 
African Nation, the Calif- 
ornia delegation pushed for 
support of Black electoral 
candidates not necessarily 
to win but to unite Black 
people through national 
and state elections. 

The local Black Caucus 
is working on health prob- 
lems and has about 550 
members, The men said 
they are seeking local 
"brothers and sisters 
whatever their expertise 
19." 

The San Francisco 
Black Caucus is expected 
to endorse a Mrs. Haines 
of the Third Baptist 
Church and possibly 
Yvonne Westbrook for 
positions on the School 
Board,

The following lines serv- 
ing the Hill will be reduced; 
* 422 Fillmore, the Muni's 
best cross-town line, which 
serves the Mission and 
Fillmore as well as Potrero 
Hill, will be cut more than 
any other line in the city. 
There will be five fewer 
buses during the day, four 
fewer during the rush hours 
and two fewer in the even- 
ing. Owls will remain the 
same. The average wait 
for a #22 bus will be two 
minutes longer. Another 
serious change, especially 
for those living along the 
#22 route, is the planned 
use of Diesel buses even- 
ings and on holidays and 
weekends, Noise and air 
pollution levels along the 
route will increase. 

* #19 Polk will have one 
less bus during the a.m. 
rush hour, with buses com- 
ing every seven minutes. 
In the evening buses will 
come every 20 minutes in- 
stead of 15, with the last 
run at 10:40 instead of the 
present 1:40, 

* #35 Eureka, which runs 
east-west along 24th St., 
will have a 5 minute longer 
wait between buses, 

* #53 Southern Heights, 
will remain the same, 

After considerable pub- 
lic outcry, Mayor Alioto 
came up with funds to re- 
store owl service to the 
lines which were slated to 
lose it, but the bulk of the 
cuts remained on the 
boards, 

The Public Utilities 
Commission authorized 
the cuts in order to save a 
reported 1, 4 million doll- 
ars, the expected deficit 
of this year's Muni budget.

Violence at the Junior High 


News Analysis by 

Dan Dickmeyer 

In view of the growing 
number of incidents of per - 
sonal violence at Potrero 
Hill Junior High School and 
other schools in the city, 
the question of discipline is 
fast becoming an issue for 
parents, teachers and ad- 
ministrators, as well as 
students. 

The words violence and 
discipline are being thrown 
around freely; generally 
the ''solution'' comes in the 
form of a hoary cliche, 
"What the children need is 
discipline. '' 

This reporter readily 
agrees that SOME children 
certainly do need some 
discipline. But so do a 
number of teachers, ad- 
ministrators and 135 Van 
Ness Avenue bureaucrats, 
judging from events of the 
past month, 

It was apparent at the 
Parent-Teacher meeting 
the other night that a mech- 
anism for dealing with real 
problems of students as 
they happen does not exist 


Connecticut and 18th 
STOP sign approved 


The sound of squealing 
tires and screaming 
brakes will become a 
thing of the past at the 
corner of 18th and Conn- 
ecticut Streets following 
the Board of Supervisors! 
approval of a four-way 
STOP for the intersection, 

Residents in the vicinity 
had sought the signs to 
slow traffic flow at Pot- 
rero Hill's busiest cross - 
roads, the scene of al- 
most daily near misses 
and occasional accidents, 

The Board approval 
came despite the recom- 
mendation of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, 
which in its report last 


month stated that there 
were not enough serious 
accidents to warrant 
signs. 

The campaign for the 
STOP signs began last 
fall when some residents 
of the area erected home - 
made signs which worked 
effectively until the De- 
partment of Public Works 
removed them for being 
unauthorized, 

The local residents' de- 
sire for signs came to the 
attention of Supervisor 
Quentin Kopp, who was at 
the time seeking election 
to the Board, He cited 
the failure of the city to

If the School District fol- 
lows the urging of the 
Board of Supervisors, the 
new Potrero Hill Junior 
High School will soon be 
known as Francisco De 
Haro Junior High School, 

In a unanimous vote last 
month, the Supervisors 
passed a resolution intro- 
duced by Potrero Hill's 
Robert Gonzales asking the 
Educational Planning and 
Facility Committee of the 
San Francisco Unified 
School District to rename 
the school after De Haro, 
the first Alcalde of San 
Francisco, 

The Committee announ- 
ced several months ago 
that it was receiving citi- 
zens' suggestions for new 
names for the school, 

Some Hill residents have 
long favored the name De 
Haro for the school, which 
occupies land (along De 
Haro Street) which was 
part of the original Span- 
ish land grant to the De 
Haro family. 

A final decision will be 
made at the Committee's 
next meeting Wednesday, 
April 5, at 4 p.m., in the 
Board Room, 135 Van Ness 
Avenue, 


ing among teachers about 
what actually happens to a 
student when he is referred. 

It appears that a student 
who is acting up--or more 
precisely, '“acting out''-- 
is shuttled from teacher to 
teacher, teacher to coun- 
selor, to dean, to admin- 
istrator.., until he ulti- 
mately may be ''staffed out" 
of school--a 1972 term 
meaning he is sent to an- 
other school to be ''disci- 
plined. "' 

When racism was men- 
tioned as playing a part in 
the school's problems, 
there was an almost 100 
percent denial by teachers 
that this is an issue, But 
what is the significance of 
the fact that only two Black 
teachers were at the meet- 
ing? Or that they reported 
only minor problems? Or 
the fact that only a tiny 
handful of Black mothers 
were present and they open- 
ly expressed dismay that 
they weren't allowed to 
speak freely by the white - 
run chair? 

Finally, an elaborate

creases resulted in serious reductions in patronage. 
Currently it seems that more services will be cut. 


At a time when Congress and the state legislature are 
attempting to find ways to build and finance better urban 
mass transit systems, it is embarrassing that San Fran- 
cisco's Muni Transit management should be considering 
cutbacks in service. 

You don't get a better system by reducing service. 
More importantly, you are hurting the only really loyal 
customers the system has, and that includes a lot of 
working people, poor people and elderly people who have 
no other means of transportation available to them. A 
city transit system has an obligation to serve these peo- 
ple. 

The city also has an obligation to be more forward - 
looking from an environmental standpoint, A diminished 
bus schedule certainly will force more people to use 
automobiles, adding to the pollution of the air and the 
congestion of the city's streets.

Elba Tuttle opening 
college board campaign 


The appointment of more 
non-white administrators 
at City College is one of 
the goals of Elba Tuttle as 
she campaigns for a seat on 
the Community College 
Board, 

Ms. Tuttle, who has op- 
ened her campaign head - 
quarters at 1078 Hampshire, 
recognized the need for 
more Third World person- 
nel after visiting adult 
classes at City College and 
noting that 51 percent of the 
students are minority while 
few of the administrators 
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HATHA Yooa: 
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are. 

The Community College 
Board is a new seven per- 
son governing Board cre- 
ated by the voters last fall, 
The Board will oversee 
City College and adult 
classes, 

"The money for my cam- 
paign is going to have to 
come from the Third World 
community, '' Ms. Tuttle 
told a Neighborhood House 
dinner, estimating that 
$10, 000 would be needed to 
run an effective campaign. 

Ms, Tuttle was born in 
Puerto Rico and has lived 
in the Mission for 23 years, 
She was one of the founders 
of the Mission Coalition and 
has served on its educa- 
tional committee, She was 
instrumental in the intro- 
duction of bi-lingual educa- 
tion into the schools and 
adult classes in the Miss- 
ion. She served as a co- 
chairwoman of the school 
integration plan.

knew the status of the 
Rights book, 

There has to be a better 
answer than simply ''more 
discipline" for incidents 
more serious than the usu- 
al adolescent prankishness, 
In many cases the best so- 
lution would seem to be 
the most direct: individual 
counseling of troublesome 
students. However, highly 
trained counselors and 
school psychologists, psy- 
chiatrists and social wor - 
kers are simply not avail- 
able under the limitations 
of the present budget. 

At P,H,J.H.S. there 
are only two part-time 
female counselors handling 
as many as 30 referrals a 
day. At the very least, a 
strong male counselor is 
needed, The children who 
are violently acting out 
need to be worked with by 
sensitive teachers and 
counselors familiar with 
the environment kids on 
Potrero Hill grow up in-- 
the kind which one mother 
from the projects Says 
trains you to fight the min- 
ute you walk out the door, 

More community and 
parent participation is go- 
ing to be needed in support 
of those teachers and par- 
ents who can push for re- 
forms and professional ser- 
vices instead of mere ''dis- 
cipline. '' 

An after school intra-mu- 
ral program would present 
an alternative to after- 
school violence, Anda 
much greater amount of 
openness and dialogue is 
needed between parents, 
teachers, administrators 
and students in the form of 
racial raps, encounter 
groups, etc, if understand- 
ing is going to take place,
